Friends of the Library Holds 


First Meeting 


The Friends of the Library held 


their first meeting Wednesday . 
night May 2nd. The group was. . 


formed to work together to 
promote better library facilities for 
Wasatch County. The concern 
was expressed that Wasatch 
County residents need to continue 
their tradition of trying to provide 
adequate education facilities. The 
Friends then discussed the new 
ways that libraries are being used 
throughout the mation. 

Libraries arejnot used just for 
books and magazines anymore. 
Libraries are including computers, 
that greatly expand the amount of 
knowledge available to everyone. 
Computers are being used as 
teaching aids, for whatever 
interests the library patron. The 
available software ranges from 
business to dairy herd manage- 
ment. ln many libraries there are 
special service areas for dark- 
rooms, visual aid production. 

Dale Berg, The County Planner, 
presented the slides that are being 
shown to different groups around 
the county. Questions were then 
directed to Mr. Berg about the 
proposed library. The questions 
“Why do we need such a large 
building?” was asked. Mr. Berg 
explained that since the initial 
presentation of the library propos- 
al to the public, he had conferred 
with the State Board of Librarians 
about the size of the building. 

Mr. Russell Davis, the State 
Board of Libraries Director stated 
that he felt that we had the bare 
minimum amount of space plann- 
ed considering the services the 
new library hopes to offer the 
county residents. -A person at the 
meeting suggested, that a way to 
get a feeling for the size of the new 
library is to realize that the new 
library is about two times the size 
of the J.R. Smith library on the 
entire main floor. The library plan 
includes space for a large separate 
children’s room, computer and 
typing areas, conference rooms, 
dark room, visual aids production 
area, expandable book shelf and 
periodical areas, concentrated 
study area, and a separate 
assembly hall with storage space. 
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use of flourescent lighting, that 
generates a great deal of heat and 
is more economical to use. The 
interior, nonsupporting walls will 
be made of glass to give the 
librarians a clear view of all areas 
in the library. A new computer 
aided checkout procedure should 
speed up the check out process. 
Library cards would have a code 
that the computer would use to 
keep track of library materials. 
The current bond on the County 
Building will be completed in 1984 
and the bond on the County 
Hospital Building would be 
completed near the end of the 
year. The Bond issue will cover 
the cost of the furnishings, such as 
hardwood, catalogs, chairs and 
tables, etc. 

The mill levy should increase by 
a slight amount during the year, 
from .92 to 1.58, which would 
mean a slight increase in a tax bill. 

The Friends of the Library then 
discussed the interest and enthus- 
iasm that is building in the county 
about the proposed library. The 
Friends are helping to organize 
various committees interested in 
certain areas of the library both in 
the planning stage and in the 
completed stage. Some of the 
committees and some of the 
members are:

(Making sure the citizens are 
getting their monies worth):
